ROWELL. 

After the first lap had been walked yesterday 
morning, .and just as he passed the stand, 
Rowell slid into a gentile canter, that caused 
his round head to bob up and dewn. Rowell 
is short, and frequently has to Itsten to words 
of encouragement, honestly meant, of * ‘Go it, 
sawed off?’’ Thismakes himsmile. He kept 
up the canter for five miles, and of it O’ Lea- 
ry, Ennis and Harriman took no notice. They 
‘‘caught their gait’’ in a.few laps, and for 


| three hours kept it. Onee in a while one or 
| the other glided into a gentle run of a lap 
| or 


two, and this always was encour- 
eged by the most enthusiastic cheering and 
running too and fro. of the spectators. A 


_ spurt of tnis sort set everybody frantic, and if 


there happened to be two of them running at 
one time, then the scene was like that at the 
finish of a boat race. The favors of the spec- 
tators were fairly distributed, and there was 
much sympathy expressed when just before 
daybreak it was announced that Ennis had 
been taken sick at the stomach. He feared 
that. Hle had suffered that way before, but 
he said that if he could master it by night it 
woluldn’t trouble him again in the match. 

Something or other about Rowell’s trunks 
and hose didn’t suit him, after he had walked 
thirty odd miles, and he dashed in his cabin, 
and, with the célerity of a lightning change 
actor, appeared a minute or two alter in tivo 
garments. one of which was as nevr full tight 
as could have been convenient, and the other a 
zebra like shirt. Then with a sponge in one 
hand, which he now and then crammed iato 
hix mouth and speedily withdrew, he forged 
around the track. There was no slackening 
of gait. There was often a spurt of a lap or 
two. This brought out the ten ip ar 
His wever pale countenance became very 
ruddy and glistening. but he kept up his 
pace, and his chest showed no sign of being 
winded. 

No man of the four is,more looked at than 
Rowell. He’is usually found about two paces 
behind O’Leary, when the latter is on the 
track. When the champion is off the traek 
the Pnglishman is scoring up the tps that 
give him the lead; and with the advantaze 
thus gained he fallain behind O'Leary, and 
the short figure ofthe Englishman follows the 
champion like a noonday shadow, Aside from 
his splendid record for the first twenty-four 
hours, the fact that it rests with him whether 
the champien belt shall be taken across the 
water makes him an object of interest. Be- 
sides, he makes a remarkable figure, with 
his close-cropped head, queer jockey 
cap, and handsome form. His shoulders rest 
perfectly naturally even when he is exert- 
ing himself the most. His back is straight. 
His limbs are perfect in shape. He carries 
himself well, and walks easier than any other 
of the competitors. His gait appears to be 
tuken more easily even than Ennis’s careless 
stroll. Yet there is a briskness about ‘his 
movements that suggests business. He per- 
spires freely, and has lost considerable fleso 
already. He mops_ his face indus- 
triously as he goes round, and frequently car- 
ries a wet sponge in_his hand, The foreign 
personages who have the care of this Britisher 
seem to fear that somebody will find out on 
what meat this their Cesar feeds that his score 
has grown so great.

be. His is a good figure, not so square and flat 
on the shoulders as the Englishman’s, but 
firm and well put together, nevertheless. But 
for.a slight dropping forward of the shoulders 
he would show a finefigure. Thefact of his 
being a considerable number of miles behind 
does not seem to worry him in the jeast. 

ENCOURAGING HARRIMAN. 

To encourage Harriman, who is known as 
the dark horse from Maine, Mr. Tony Pastor 
took a seat in the box opposite the stand, and 
in such a position that the sparkle of the dia- 
mond on bis bosom was n@where lost. Mr. 
Pastor applauded Harrnmidn. and seensed 
greatly to admire that peculiar strident mo- 
tion that characterized his gait. Harri- 
man’s facial peeuliartties, which are in marked 
contrast. to those of all the other walkers, as 
well as ~to his somewhat resplendent 
costume, were commented upon by 
Mr. Pastor. Uarriman brings the American 
habit of chewing a tovthpick tothe track, It 
is his only mark of nationality, if we except 
his gaunt, angular features. But the curves 
of the eyebrows and the strongty drawn lines 
on his forehead, his rolling blue eves, sug- 
gest that he is suffering, or at least ie sad. 
He wins sympathy at once from the ladies, of 
whom there were many there, anf he laugted 
heartily when told of it in his cabin. He nev- 
er ielt, he says, more jolly in bis life; notwith- 
oe he was arrayed in purple and fine 
wool. * 

People began to talk about Harriman more 
than they had done, when, kate in the day, he 
began to pull up on O’ Leary. He slowly but 
surely forged ahead, and at 1 o'clock was 
leading O'Leary by five miles. Harriman 
Walks with all the bones of his body, but there

HOW O’LEARY LOOKED. 

O'Leary, with a decidedly earnest cast of 
countenance, swung his arms, that were bal- 
anced by the corn cob he held in each hand to 
gather the moisture of the palms, with -his 
back very straight, and his head set at just the 
most favorable angle, and forged ahead with- 
out the slightest apparent slackening of pace 
for fifty miles. The articulation of every joiut 
seemed perfect. There was not a shade 
more of coler in his face at the end 
of fifty miles than there was at the start. Eaeh 
individual bair lay as slick and smooth on his 
head as it did When he quit the barber’s chair. 
lie didn’t seem to breathe, and he stepped so 
regularly and evenly, that no sawdust was dis- 
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Rowell began early in the day to 
gauge himself by O’ Leary. Giving the cham- 
pion a lead of three feet or thereabouts, Row- 
ell closed in and hung pertinacioulty.to his 
heels. 4f O’ Leary quickened, Rowell did the 
same; if the champion ran, the Englishman 
balanced forward into a canter.

INSURANCE LEGISLATION. 


What St. Louis Insurance Men Think of 
the New Law. 


A bill requiring foreign insurance compa- 
nies to deposit $200,000 in Missouri to secure 
their policy-holders is now pending before 
the State Legislature. Of course, the bill oc- 
casions some warm feeling among our insur- 
unce men. " 

MR. BLOSSOM, 
of the firm of Blossom & Bro., is apparently 
well up in his subject. and his facts and fig- 
ures are of general interest. 

‘*This bill is aimed principally at English 
companies, as they are the principal foreign 
insurers in the United States. It is a ruinous 
policy. Supposing a company has $1,- 
800,000 capital, divide this out evenly 
among thirty :six States, it would 
give $00,000 for a deposit in each one. Now 
suppose a great conflagration like that of 
Chicago or Beston in any one State. Will the 
Insurance Commissioners allow the company 
todraw away their de posits from each State to 
pay policy-holders in other States? Of course 
they will not. And whereis the security of 
the insured?’ Will it better that security to 
have available $200,000 for payment or $1,800, - 
000? The bill will drive English companies 
out of Missouri altogether. Then the 
manifest unfairnes‘ of it. Companies 
having only a couple of hundred thousand 
capital are asked for no surety while compan- 
ies With milhons must seeure their policy- 
holders... Which is the more apt to become in- 
solvent? 

** Before a single British company can do bus- 
iness in the United States it must make a de- 
posit of $200,000in New York, inthe hands 
of trustees, to be held thére till every policy- 
bolder in the country is satistied.’’ 

Mr. fl. D. McLean, the Vice-President of 
the Citizens’ Insurance Company, was next 
called on,to get the ideas of these whoare sup- 
posed to support the bill. 

When Mr. McLean learned the cause of the 
reporter’s visit and that he represented the 
Post-DISPATCH, he seemed to think this bill 
the peculiar province of the paper. ‘‘The way 
of doing business,’’ said he, ‘*that these 
English companies pursue is an Immense tax 


dodge,  Thev havetheir capital out of the 
OT OUT IBWS, BU oy awe PBYtam -.

are able to undersell us in insurance. 
Missouri companies buy United States bonds 
their capital is still taxed, though the bonds 
are not. I amin favor of makiug these com- 
panies buy Missouri State bonds and putting 
them on deposit.’’ | 

‘*But will it not hurt the security to seatter 
the capital so much?’’ 

‘*To a certain extent it will; but it would 
satisfy-us if the deposits were madein one 
place, so that it wasin the United States. 
The State of New York re- 
quires a deposit now which guarantees 
the policy-bolders of that State. There is 
much doubt that it guarantees anybody else. ’”’ 

Mr. George T. Cram, President of the 
American Central Insurance Cempany, while 
advocating a deposit somewhere in the United 
States, was strongly afree trade man in in- 
surance. He seemed to fear that this bill 
would be followed by arother measure laying 
a toll on American insurance companies out- 
side the State, which would provoke retalia- 
tory measures and kill the “insurance 
business. Competition, Mr. Cram thinks, is 
an. excellent thing when the favors 
are not all given to the other side; as the case 
stands the tax, etc., levy a sort of duty on 
home insurance which foreign conipanies miss 
and which, of course, gives them a start in 
the race. Everybody acknowledges the hon- 
orable way in which the British companies 
have hitherto done business; their record is 
all in their favor, but it will not hurt Ameri- 
ean policy-holders to have additional securi- 
ty.”? 

In the following exhibit furnished by the 
courtesy of Mr. Cram, the first column 
shows the amount of net assets in the United 
States after all pending claims for loss are 
paid; the second gives the amount of fire-risk

There were more companies given, but these 
are enough to iliustrate the point that our 
home companies have more seizable assets 
than their foreign competitors within reach of 
a judgment. 

Mr. Relfe, the Insurance Commissioner, is 
strongly opposed to the proposed law on the 
ground that it will drive strang companies, 
giving secure assurance, out of the State. 
This, of course, is in the tnaterest of the in- 
sured, and not considering the justice and ex- 
pediency of a policy that would make a com- 
puny scatter its assets where it could 
never reach them when needed, 
He does not entertain much fear of its pas- 
sage, however, but thinks a much more dan- 
gerous law is the one making a company pay 
the face value of its policy, no matter what 
may be the value of the property destroyed. 
This, he thinks, would be a direct premium 
on arson, akind of legislation that only at- 
tacks one side of a question without asking 
what its future effect would be.

Large Increase of Exports — America 
Securing the Chinese and Japanese 
Trade. 

Among the many products of this country 
Which the past few years have developed, 
there is none so little known outside of the 
actual trade as lead, and although the United 
States is rich in this metal, many can remem- 
ber the time when this country had to depend 
on England for its supply of lead and lead 
manufactures. But all this has changed; for

All the men 
who are placed in these various services rep- 
resent what I have called the technical admin- 
istration. They do not change when the po- 
litical administration changes. « There are, in 
consequence, two conservative elements to be 
found in our municipal governments; the first 
is the ‘character of the laws which give an 
overruling power to the Prefect in almost all 
possible conflicts between him and the coun- 
cillors; the second 1s the natural influenes of 
the technical administrators, who 
are well trained men, and who 
hold their offices by virtue of their 
personal ability. I have only spoken so far 
of the Prefect of the Seine; but there is an- 
other administrator, the. Prefect of Poliee. 
In an ordinary township the Mayor has all 
the powers which inf aris are divided between 
the two Prefects. The Prefect of Police is in 
a great capital an imperial officer; he central- 
izes, $0 to speak, *the police of the whole 
country. Crime will always try to conc@al it- 
self in cities like Loudon and Paris: forcats 
liberes (returned convicts) are forbidden to live 
in Paris, but they constantly try to get back 
toit. The political police, which is indispen- 
sable in a country like Fradce. has its center in 
"aris. The Prefect of Police is always 
———— by the government of i 
day; s essentially a _ political 
sdisinidiester, but nén-elective, and during 
his tenure of office he becomés really a sort 
of magistrate. In_ that capacity he is in “daily 
communication with the public proseeutor of 
the tribunal of Paris (the Proecureur-General) 
and the Minister of Justice. In this own pre- 
fecture, behind his army of policemon and 
gendarmes, he holds’ a power which is and 
must be surrounded with mystery. ‘To give 
you a mere list of the various services of the 
prefecture of police would be very long. All 
I wish to show here is the complete indepen- 
dence of this imperial service of the Municipal 
Council of Paris. 

The municipal police of Paris has 7,756 
agents (in that number are 6,800 common po- 
lieemen), who received, in 1878; a sum of 12,- 
168,800 francs. The policemen received of that 
sum 10,268,000; they are besides equipped and 
uniformed, and receive each an indemnity of 
ISD frances for lodging. ‘There are in Paris 81 
police commissioners (called commissaires), 
With as many secretaries, who can replacs 
them at certain hours. You recognize the com- 
missaire by alittle tri-color flag hanging over 
the door, and in the night by ared lantern. 
These men are extremely impo: ‘tant. Their 
services cost the city of Paris, in 1878, the sum 
of 1,120,160 franes. The commissioner’s 
powers are almost unlimite d; all the per- 
sons arrested by the police in the streets and 
in houses are first brought before him: he 
makes a proees-verbal of the declaration of 
the policeman and of all the interested par- 
ties, and sends these reports every day fo the 
prefecture of police. Many family quarrels 
end in his presence—aisputes Hetween gentle- 
men and servants,etc. The cemmussioner is,in 
fact, a sort of justice of the peace, an arbiter: 
he has no judicial powers and cannot himself 
inflict any punishment, but he can, by his ad- 
vice, stop many affairs at the be ginning. He 
knows the secrets of most houses; and it is only 
ilue to justice to say that these modest serv- 
ants of the city have always proved worthy 
of the greatest confidence. But, though they 
are paid out ef the municipal budge t, it would 
be a great mistake to think that they are ap- 
pointed by the municipal council. They are 
not even appointed by the prefect of the 
Seine. ‘They belong to the great Department of 
Justice, ayd are chosen by “the keeper of seals, 
us the MinisterofJ ustice is still called. and 
their promotion depends chiefly on their own 


direct chief, the Prefect of Polic?. The com- 
missioner is as independent of the electors of 
his quarter as aman may well be; he is the 
representative of law and order, and be has 
nothing to fear from anybody in the exercixe 
of his important functions.

We are not obliged nowadays to wait for 
‘‘opening day’’ in order to discover all about 
incoming fashions. Before winter. is over, 
long befere the snow is off the ground, the furs 
and thick clothes have disappeared, and the 
shop windows are alive with «delicate spring 
flowers and dainty spring fabrics. The sharp- 
ness Of competition, the keenness of rivalry 
and the unhealthy desire for constant change, 
whéch exists in the minds of American women, 
are responsible for this departure from what 
once seemed established custom, and itis to be 
questioned if it is an improvement even 
from a business point of view.

The soft chip bonnet is the style par excel- 
lence of the incoming season, avery different 
thing from the stiff straw of former times, 
and it is to be crowned with masses of flow- 
ers. small field flowers and garden flowers, 
nothing larger than the fashionable small 
roses or the brilliant little peerings that look 
like drops of red blood on the green terraced 
sides of the road as one travels towards Rou- 
én, in Normandy. Smaller blossoms and more 
delicate ones, however, will have the preference 
—<aisies, buttercups, branches of pale heather, 
blue-bells, the starry clematis and wood vio- 
let. The form which the floral ornaments 
take is that of wreaths, not full or stiff, but 
imperfect, and arranged with a mass on the 
top which fills the front of the bonnet like an 
Alsatian boW, and terminates at the sides in 
drooping sprays, which may be carried to the 
back or disposed in conjunction with shells of 
plaited Breton lace. Breton lace finely plaited 
and used in proportion isa charming accessor 
of the new spring bonnets, and lends itself 
most happily to the soft blending of color in 
the silk trimming fabrics and the natural hues 
of flowers and foliage. 

Shapes, without Doing very much altered, 
are improved. There is, perhaps, less divers - 
ity than last year, the square crown and open 
brim having obtained a decided aseendancy. 
But for this reason they seem to possess more 
character, and when tastefully trimmed are 
found to be very becoming. Everything that 
is stiff or starchy in fabric or design is avoided. 
The silks are soft and crepy, and blend the 
most delicate colors in little flowrets or in 
Chene patterns. The ribbons are striped and 
very rich, with solid center,jin a light or must- 
ic tint, and clustered or brovaded border. 
Theré are also moire ribbons ia all the mastic 
shades, but the most elegant styles, and those 
Which lend themselves to the greatest variety 
of ornamentation are the narrow brocaded 
ribbons inwroughbt with gold or silver threads. 

Ribbons are quite a feature of modern fash- 
ions, so largely are they used for trimming 
dresses, linge rie and other articles for house 
decoration as well as bonnets. 

A great many black dresses of short walking 
length have been prepared for the interme di- 
ate season, and for these caslimere or fine 
camel's hairis this year preferred to silk. 
The most fasionable are trimmed with haud 
embroidéry, executed in small floral designs, 
such as forget-me-nots, daisies and the like. 
There is nothing striking, or pronounced, 
however, in the effect which is thus pro- 
duced. The shades of biue are so blended with 
shades of olive, with tints of white, so lost in 
tones of brown, that it is difficult to tell where 
one ends and the other begins; besides the 
embroidery is Bot carried asa border around 
the overskirt er polonaise as formerly, but 
forms a plastron around the front of the 
basque, cuffs wponthe sieeves, and perhaps 
a piece which is used as astrap in some irreg- 
ular fashion upor tbe drapery ofthe skirt. A 
little fichu or mantelet, ora jacket, upon the 

ockets, gollars aud euffs of which the em- 
yroidery is repeated, accompanies these 
dresses, which are always made with trimmed 
skirt and deep, close-fittimg basque, and the 
costume is completed by a bonnet of black 
straw or chip with flower trimming matching 
the flowers.in the embroidery on the dress. 

Dard dresses will. however, soon be dis- 
placed by the mastic shades, which have re- 

appeared in great variety, and the beautiful 
qualities of camel’s hair silk and satin; by the 
spring silks in Chene patterus and small bro- 
ken checks, and by the sumuser cottons, 
Which are now so fine in quality and so ex- 
quisite in design that silk for suuamer wear is 
not nee ded. 

‘he ‘‘soft’’ or foulard-finished eambrics 
have been a feature of the summer styles for 
several years past; very highly appreciated by 
ladies of refined tastes. Butthese are now 
quite cast into the shade by the new sateens, 
which have not only the lovely finish of tinted 
satin inthe ground work but reproduce the 
effect of the richest fabrics in the delicate, 
long-stemmed flowret and leaf patterns, 
which seem to be thrown upon thesurface. 
The designs are very small, and 
fibrous stems: more like filaments than 
stulks, aod the shades uf wvlun 
are such delicate mixtures of olive green and 
china blues, of old-fashioned pink and woody 
brown,-that they can be worn by persons of 
the most refined and delicate taste. Doubtless 
they can and will be vulgarized by asseeiation 
with solid masses of striking color, but if the.e 
pretty fabrics are used in their purity and 
trimmed with white lace or white embroidery, 
and perhaps ribbon bows in twoor three of 
the shades of the desiga, they will be charm- 
ing—the pre'tiest toilets in the world for gar- 
den parties and morning wear at our fashion- 
able watering places.
